A knitting factory, which will afford 
pleasant and profitable employment for 
thirty or more girls will start up on 
Main Street about the alddle of Nov- 
ember. .

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT CONTRACT. 


Reduction in Cost and increased Service 
by New Arrangement. 


The new street and public Electric 
Contract, briefly mentioned in the last 
issue of the ADVERTISER, calle for two 
hundred and forty sixteen candle power 


| lights or equivalent, burning all and 


| every night, excepting the small cirouit 
where the arcs are located, and being 


turned on at midnight. Sixteen lights 
of sixteen candle power for the City 
Hall, and seven enclosed five Ampere 
are lights of twelve hundred candle 
power burning every night until 19 
o'clock for the sum of two hundred dol- 
lars per month continuously for five 
years from January ist, 1901. Each 
additional sixteen candle power light is 
| to be eight and one half dollars per an- 
num and extra aros are to be furnished 
for fifteen cents per night for each 
lamp. The saving by this arrange- 
ment over the old contract which would 
have expired June 1, 1908, is nine hun- 
dred and twelve dollars and seventy- 
fiye conte ($919.75). per year; or in other 
words the sixty new Incandescent and 
two aro lights are practically secured 
without any increase of former pay- 
ments. This isa very appreciable re- 
duction in the price of street lighting, 
being exactly one half per light com: 
pared to prevailing figures when the 
Messrs. Johneon came to our city, and 
these gentlemen state that the present 
prices are equivalent to ges at fifty 
cents per thousand feet. They aleo be- 
lieve, after investigating, that the pri- 
vate lighting rates are much more 
moderate than in other towns and cities. 
The service is certainly very good. 

It requires ten miles of pole line and 
nearly fifty thousand pounds of bare 
copper wire to supply current fer illu- 
mination. The plant is equipped with 
the most modern machinery and in- 
struments,and ite splendid water power, 
second only to the Brandywine, is sup- 
plemented with a modern 100 horse 
steam power for emergencies,

A MONSTER’S MONSTROUS DEATH. 


Burned to Death at the Stake For 
Attempted Criminal Assault. 

Wetumpka, Ala., Oct. 3.—Winfleld 
Townsend, alias Floyd, a negro, was 
burned at the stake in the little town 
of Eclectic, 15 miles from this ‘place, 
a half hour after midnight yesterday 
morning. The crime with which he 
was charged was an attempted assault 
upon Mrs. Lonnie Harrington. Mr. 
Harrington was engaged at a cotton 
gin in Eclectic and lives one mile out 
of town. The negro went to the house 
Monday afternoon and told Mrs. Har 
rington that her husband had sent 
him to get 20 canta from her. She told 
him she had no change. Then the 
negro left, but returned in about ten 
minutes, The woman's screams were 
heard by Bob Nichols, another negro, 
who ran to the hovse in time to see 
Floyd escape. As soon as Mrs. Har- 
rington was brought back to conscious- 
ness Nichols gave the alarm. 

Work was generally suspended, and 
everybody joined in the man hunt. Fi- 
nally the negro was tracked by blood- 
hounds to a tree on the outskirts of the 
town. He was brought down from the 
tree, taken to the scene of his crime, 
fully identified, and a vote was taken 
on the mode of death, the decision be- 
ing that he should die by fire. Fasten- 
ed by chains to a stake and pine knots 
plied about him, his victim’s husband 
set fire to the pile and his body was 
reduced to ashes. His shrieks could be 
heard for half a mile. Before the 
burning he confessed his crime and 
others of a like nature.

WO MORE FIGHTING IN MANOHURIA 


The Rasian General stat Receives 
Reports of a Conflict Between Six 
Thoussad Russians and a Body. of 
Chinese—Irince Ching to Arbitrate, 


Washington, Oct. 4—A feeling of 
buoyant optimism prevails among of- 
ficials here relative to the Chinese 
troubles that warrants the belief in the 
existence of a sound foundation based 
On very recent developments in pend- 
ing negotiations. It is evidently the 
conviction officially that a rapproache- 
ment among the powers is nearathand, 
However, it is not deemed well to make 
any public announcement of the pro- 
gress of the negotiations at thid stage. 
The encouraging outlook has been 
brought about very largely by the har- 
monijious sentiments which have de- 
veloped between this government and 
Germany concerning the course of fu- 
ture events in China. 

It is expected, however, that the at- 
tention of this government will be 


| turned, within the next few days, to 


some entirely new phasea brought up 


| by the French note to the powers. 


There is no doubt as to the accuracy 
of the foreign dispatches stating that 
M. Delcasse, the French minister of 
foreign affairs, has addressed note 
to the powers proposing a general plan 
of dealing with the subject. This note 
undoubtedly will be in the hands of 
this government by the time the 
president returns. 

A question has arisen as to whether 
the note will be accepted by some of 
the foremost continental powers of 
Europe. There is reason to believe 
that some of them do not view all of 
the French proposals with favor, and 
that there may be a renewal in this 
note of the differences of view re- 
cently developed over the German 
note. So far as this government is con- 
cerned, however, there is no reason 
to believe the French propositions will 


| meet with disfavor. 


Meantime plans are under consider 
ation by which the powers will see that 
China carries out her purposes of pun- 
ishing the guilty parties. It is felt to 
be proper that the punishment she in- 
flicts shall be carried out in such 
public manner, either with the knowl- 
edge of the foreign ministers or in their 
presence, that there can be no ques- 


tion as to the completeness of China's | 


reparation. 

A St. Petersburg dispatch says: The 
Russlan general staff has received a 
dispatch dealing with the operations 
north of old Niu-Chwang, which says 
that Gen, Fleischer's division of 6,000 
men, with artillery, engaged the Chi- 
nese on a vast plain covered with high 
grass.

ELECTIONS IN ENGLAND, 


Liberals Have. Gained Ton Seats 
and Conservatives Seven, 


THE MINISTERIALISTS’ BIG LEAD, 


Sab, Se TE 

Thus Far They Have Two Hendred 
and Twelve Seats, While the Oppo- 
tien Has But Seventy-fve—The 


Singular Defeat of Howard Parnell. 


London, Oct. 4.—The results of yes- 
terday’s polling in the parliamentary 
general elections were less striking 
than those of Tuesday. The Conserva- 
tive majorities still show increases in 
numerous contests, but In a less mark- 
ed degree. On the other hand the Lib- 
érals have gained additional seats. As 
matters stand now out of the 287 can- 
didates returned the relative strength 
of parties is as follows; Ministerial- 
ists, 212; Liberals, including labor 


| members, 47; Nationalists, 28. Alto- 


gether the Liberals have gained ten 
seats and the Conservatives seven. 

Among those returned as elected yes- 
terday are Sir Thomas Roe, Sir A. D. 
Hayter and T. A. Brassey, Liberals, and 
Richard Bell, the labor leader. 

The Liberals retain their seats in 
Dundee with increased majorities, 
showing that Scotland has not been 
affected by the khaki boom. 

Mr. Gilbert Parker, the novelist, has 
been elected at Gravesend, securing a 
Unionist majority of 738 over the Lib- 
eral candidate, Mr. Hildebrand Harms- 
worth. 

The notable triumph of Mr. Burdett- 
Coutts at Westminster is regarded by 
the Liberals as almost equivalent to a 
victory for themselves. 

Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartlett, Con- 
servative, has been re-elected for the 
Ecclesall division of Sheffield with an 
increased majority. : 

Mr. Howard Parnell, brother of the 
late Charles Stewart Parnell, lost his 
seat, South Meath, in a singular man- 
ner, while Mr. W. H. Carew, of Col- 
lege Green, Dublin, has been elected 
for South Meath, without his knowl- 
edge or consent. It appears that Mr. 
Parnell, Nationalist, expected to be 
unopposed and had deposited a nom- 
inal sum with the sheriff, sufficient to 
defray the cost of an uncontested elec- 
tion. The local managers, however, 


angry with him because he had at- 


tended Queen Victoria’s reception in 
April, at the last moment nominated 


Mr. Carew. Mr. Parnell did not have | 


sufficient money with him to cover the 
cost of a contest, and, therefore, the 
sheriff was compelled to declare Mr. 
Carew elected without opposition. 
Carew wishes to resign in favor of 
Parnell, but it is doubtful if the law 
will permit this.

Anthracite Mine Region, 
ONE KILLED, TWELVE WOUNDED. 


The Dead Man a Special Policeman 
Who Had Joined a Pouse to Protect 
the Oneida Colliery From Violence, 
Hungry Strikers Robbing Nightly. 


Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 11—A special po- 
lice officer was instantly killed, an- 
other was wounded in the head, a 
striker was probably fatally shot and 
ten non-union men were more or less 
seriously wounded at the Oneida col- 
liery of Coxe Brothers in a clash be- 
tween the officers and 600 strikers yes- 
terday. The dead man is Ralph Mills, 
aged 50 years, ot Beaver Meadow, one 
of the officers conveyed in a special 
train from that place to Onelda. He 
was shot through the back. 

Wounded: George Kellner, aged 38 
years, of Beaver Meadow, also a apecial 
officer, recefved shot wounds in the 
head, but will recover; Joseph Lesko, 
aged 38 years, of Sheppton, a striker, 
shot in the groin and will probably die. 
Ten non-union men were stoned, but 
only two of them were seriously in- 
jured. They are John Van Blargin and 
James Tosh, of Sheppton. The former 
sustained scalp wounds and the latter 


| had four ribs broken. 


The Oneida colliery having been in 
operation since the inauguration of the 
strike, the union men at Oneida and 
Sheppton, where many of the employes 
of the Oneida and Derringer collieries 
of Coxe Bros. & Co. live, decided early 
yesterday morning to close down the 
mine. They gathered in groups on the 
streets as early as 3 o'clock. As the 
non-union men went to work they 
were asked by the strikers to remain 
at home. Some turned back, others 
did not. Those who went to the col- 
liery were stoned. Van Blargin, one 
of the non-union employes, attempted 
to pull a revolver, but the weapon was 


| taken from him and in the beating he 


received he had several ribs broken. 
This occurred just before starting time 
at the mine, 

A crowd of men and women attachea 
General Superintendent Kudlick with 
stones, and as the crowd marched to- 
ward No. 2 colliery a force of police- 
men attempted to stop them. Then 
the firing commenced, with the above 
results. After the shooting the strikers 
dispersed. 

Notices were posted last night by 
ringer, Gowen and Beaver Meadow col- 
liers that there would be a suspension 
of work until the strike is settled. Not 
one colliery is now in full operation in 
the Hazleton district

with prominent operators here elicited 
a uniform declaration that no further 
concessions or modification of the 
present offer will be made and that 
the miners must take it or leave it 
Just as it stands. 

They say it is plain and complete, 
and contains all they can or will con- 
cede. The 10 per cent increase means 
that every man in the anthracite 
mines is to have $1.10 for the work for 


which he formerly received $1, the 
operators say. The powder item is 
simply a matter of bookkeeping. In- 


stead of giving the miners 10 per cent 
increase flat he will have his credit 
side increased say 3 per cent and from 
his debit side will be subtracted 7 per 
cent or whatever percentage of expense 
the difference In the cost of his powder 
amounts to. The purpose is simply to 
put an end to the howling about pow- 
der being sold at exorbitant prices. 
Powder is the basis of the wage scale, 
it is explained, and to decrease its cost 
is to increase the wages. In this re- 
gion a decrease of $1.25 in a keg of 
powder means a 7 per cent decrease in 
the miners’ expense. The other 3 per 
cent will be made up by Increasing 
the allowance per car for cutting and 
loading. Where a miner gets $1 a car 
he will under the new scale get$1.03 1-3 
cents a car. Hie net earnings will be 
the same whether he gets the increase 
flat or by figuring in the decrease on 
powder. 


Hunger Threatens the Strikers. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 11.—And now 
hunger is beginning to manifest it- 
self in the families of many of the 
strikers, and another week of idleness 
is going to bring distress to the homes 
of many. Farmers who live close to 
the mining villages claim that they are 
being robbed of their property every 
night. Barns and cellars are broken 
into, and putatoes, meats and corn car- 
ried. away. On Monday night a cow 
was slaughtered in a field near But- 
tonwood, The carcass was cut up and 
carried away in pleces. Last week an- 
other farmer nearby lost a cow and 
two sheep in the same way. Some of 
the farmers are now protecting their 
properties with shotguns. 


The Seranton Demonstration. 

Scranton, Pa., Oct, 11,—Thousands of 
striking mine workers marched in re- 
view through the crowded streets of 
this city yesterday, and showed their 
loyalty to the cause for which they 
have been battling for the past three 
Weeks. Not only did the strikers man- 
Kent loyalty to their principles, but 
showed what confidence they had in 
their leader, John Mitchell, who came 
here to participate in the parade and 
to address the men in mass meeting. 
Mr. Mitchell, who rode at the head of 
the procession with Mayor Moir, was 
enthusiastically cheered. When in his 
apeech he declared the offer of the 
operators was not enough the senti- 
ment was loudly cheered. 


The Englieh Micction.. 

London, Oct. 11.—The Liberals have 
been doing far better in the counties 
in the parilamentary general election 
than they did lu the boroughs. Yester- 
day they gained two more seats. The 
Ministerialists and the oppoaition have 
now gained 27 seats each. Apart from 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman's re- 
duced majority in Stirlingburghe there 
is little of special interest in yester- 
day's The Ministerialists now 
hold and the opposition 205.

Triads Repeatedly Defeat the Chi- 
netze Imperial Troops. 


ENGLAND AGREES WITH GERMANY 


An Unreserved and Unconditional 
Acceptnnee of the German Propo- 
aitios—Bellef im Berlin That the 
French Proposal Will nes ved. 


London, Oct. 11,—A special dispatch 
from Shanghai, dated Oct. 9, says: 
The “Triades” have met and repeated- 
ly defeated the imperial trbops near 
Kowloon. They are daily* gaining 
fresh adherents, Heavy Russian rein- 
forcements are moving northward 
from Port Arthur, with the object of 
relieving pressure upon Mukden. Ev- 
ery place of importancé in Manchuria, 
from Kiatka to the Primorsk boundary 
and from the Amur to the Great Wall, 
is now in Russian hands. 

A Tien Tsin dispatch of Oct. 9 says: 
A military order has been issued to the 
German troops to occupy the railroad 
from Yang-Tsun to Pekin. The rest of 
the road will be occupied by the Rus- 
sians, and the harbor of Ching-Wan- 
Tao has been allotted to the British. 

A detachment of 800 French troops, 
with six guns, start this morning to 
relieve the Catholic priests who are 
held prisoners at Ching-Halen, 60 miles 
south. 

A detachment of 300 French troops 
started in the direction of Pao-Ting- 
Fu Saturday to co-operate with 400 
troops reported to have left Pekin. 

It is understood that Field Marshal 
Count von Waldersee refused to ac- 
knowledge Li Hung Chang's visit Fri- 
day. The field marahal goes to Pekin 
in a few days. 

The Morning Post publishes the fol- 
lowing dispatch, dated Oct. 2, from Ho- 
Si-Wo, on the Pei Ho: 

“Gen. Chaffee refused to convey any 
baggage, although three baggage 
wagons had been obtained. The Amer- 
ican soldiers are glad to go to Manila. 
The accommodating and polite atti- 
tude of the British and Japanese to- 
ward Gen. Chaffee is very noticeable. 
An American today expressed to me 
a new view of the American withdraw- 
al. ‘I favor the withdrawal of our 
troops,” he sald. They fought well to 
reach Pekin, but since that time they 
have done as little as possible, even 
for Americans. The presence, being 
aggressive, only hampers other coun- 
tries. A thousand men under Gen, 
Wilson can do more than five thou- 
sand under Gen. Chaffee.’ ” 


ENGLAND AGREBS WITH GERMANY. 


Belief in Berlin That the French 


Note Will Be Shelved. 

Berlin, Oct. 11.—Great Britain’s an- 
swer to Germany's second note was re- 
ceived yesterday. It is an unreserved 
and unconditional acceptance of the 
German position. A high official of the 
foreign office made the following state- 
ment on the subject: 

“Great Britain is following the ex- 
ample of the United States. At the 
game time she has directed her repre- 
sentative in Pekin to proceed in ac- 
cordance with Germany's second note. 
Her answer makes no mention of the 
German note of September, but there 
was no necessity for any reference, be- 
cause the September note merely laid 
down certain general principles, while 
the second note developed them into 
practical suggestions.” 

So far as the French note is con- 
cerned, the Impression gained in of- 
ficial circles ia that it will be shelved 
indefinitely, since it is not regarded 
here as touching live questions. Of- 
ficial opinion seems to be that it will 
not disturb the harmony of the pow- 
ers, since it will soon be forgotten.

Schricher Bought $75,000 Worth of 
Jewelry Por His Mistress. 

New York, Oct. 11.—The police be- 
leve that William Schrieber, who em- 
bezzled over $100,000 from the Bliza- 
bethport Banking company, of Eliza- 
bethport, N. J., is in hiding in this 
city. Former Judge Gilhooly, counsel 
for the institution, has had several 
men watching the flat of Mrs. Anna 
Hart, in West Forty-eighth street, on 
whom Schrieber had lavished the 
bank's money. The watchmen were 
tired out, Judge Gilhooly said, and he 
asked the services of the two detec- 
tives to relieve them, Detectives were 
assigned to the case. 

Mrs. Hart is said to have diamonds 
worth $20,000, $12,000 in cash and $5,- 
000 worth of personal property, the 
remnants of Schrieber's peculations, 
that the bank officers want to get hold 
of. They will bring civil proceedings. 
he admita that Schrieber lived with 
her under the name of William Hart, 
but claims she has seen nothing of him 
since Aug. 18. 

Acting for the bank, Mr. Gilhooly 
yesterday obtained a writ of attach- 
ment on a house and two lots owned 
by Schrieber, where the defaulting 
bank clerk resided with his people. 
It is also said that Schrieber jointly 
owned with his brother a house in Bay- 
onne. 

It is believed at the Elisabethport 
bank that Schrieber is in Paris. 

Mrs. Hart, who is a remarkably 
handsome woman of 33, has had quite 
a remarkable career in this city and 
has always had wealthy men among 
her admirers, Schreiber became ac- 
quainted with her at one of the race 
tracks. it Is sald by a friend of 
BSchrieber that he had spent $75,000 on 
Mrs. Hart in jewels. He sent her to 
Paris, purchased fashionable equipages 
for her use, and a wardrobe that filled 
40 trunks. Her hats and bonnets were 
of the latest Parisian creation. 

Schrieber was never known to do 
anything wrong in Elizabeth and he 
never consorted with the fast set, His 
relations with women appear to have 
been just the opposite of those he is 
ssid to have formed in New York. He

metal Thoughts Suggested by the 
Invitation to Christ to Abide Over- 
aight In an Oriental Village—The 
Eternal Resting Piace, 


WAsHINGTON, Oct. 7.—In this sermon 
Dr. Talmage discourses upon the invita- 
thon given to Christ to stay overnight in 
the oriental village and makes some con- 
solatory suggestions. The text is Luke 
xxiv, 20, “Abide with us, for it is toward 
evening.” 

Two villagers, having concluded their 
errand in Jerusalem, have started out at 
the city gate and are on their way to 
Emmaus, the place of their residence, 
They go with a sad heart. Jesus, who 
had been their admiration and their joy, 
had been basely massacred and entomb- 
ed. As with sad face and broken heart 
they pass on their way a stranger ac- 
costs them. They tell him their anxieties 
and bitterness of soul. He in turn talks 
to them, mightily expounding the Scrip- 
tures. He throws over them the fascina- 
tion of intelligent conversation. They) 
forget the time and notice not the objects | 
they pass and before they are aware have | 
come up in front of their house. They 
pause before the entrance and attempt to 
persuade the stranger to tarry with them. 
They press upon him their hospitalities, 
Night is coming on, and be may meet a 
prowling wild beast or be obliged to lie 
unsheltered from the dew. He cannot 
go much farther now. Why not stop 
there and continue their pleasant conver- 
sation? They take him by the arm, and 
they ‘insist upon his coming in, addressing 
him in the words “Abide with us, for it 
is toward evening.“ The lamps are light- 
ed, the table is spread, pleasant sociali- | 
ties are enkindled. They rejoicé in the 
presence of the stranger guest. He asks | 
a blessing upon the bread they eat, and 
he hands a piece of it to each. Suddenly | 
and with overwhelming power the 
thought flashes upon the astounded peo- 
ple—it is the Lord! And as they sit is 
breathless wonder, looking upon the res- 
urrected body of Jesus, he vanished. The 
interview ended. He was gone. 

With many of us it is a bright, sum- 
shiny day of prosperity. There is not a 
cloud in the sky, not a leaf rustling in 
the forest. No chill in the air. But we 
cannot expect all ghis to last. He is not 
an intelligent man who expects perpetual 
daylight of joy. The sun will after awhile | 
near the borizon. The shadows will 
lengthen. While I speak many of us 
stand in the very hour described in the 
text, “For it is toward evening.” The 
request of the text is appropriate for 
some in every community. For with 
them it is toward the evening of old age. 
They have passed the meridian of life. 
They are sometimes startled to think 
how old they are. They do not, however, 
like others to remark upon it. It others 
suggest their approximation toward ven- 
erable appearance, they say, “Why, I'm 
mot so old after all.” They do indeed 
notice that they cannot lift quite as much 
an once. They cannot walk quite 80 
fast. They cannot read quite so well 
without spectacles. They cannot so easi- | 
ly recover from a cough or any occa- 
sional ailment. They have lost their 
taste for merriment. They are surpris- 
ed at the quick passage of the year. | 
They say that it only seems but a little 
while ago that they were boys. They 
are going a little down hill. There la 
something in their health, something in 
their vision, something in their walk, 
something in their changing associations, 
something above, something beneath, | 
something within to remind them that 
it is toward evening. 


Our Greatest Need. 
| The great want of all such is to have 
Jesus abide with them. It is a dismal 
thing to be getting old without the re 
Javenating lufluence of religion. When 
we stop on the down grade of life and 
wee that it dips to the verge of the cold 
river, we want to behold some one near 
who will help os across it. When the 
sight loses ita power to glance and gather 
up, we need the faith that can illumine, 
When we feel the failure of the ear, we 
need the cléar tones of that voice which 
ta olden times broke up the silence of the 
deat with cadences of mercy. When the 
axmen of death hew. down whole for 
este of strength and beauty around us 
and we are left in solitude, we need the 
dove of divine mercy to sing in our 
branches. When the shadows begin to 
fall and we frel that the day is far spent, 
we need most of all to supplicate the 
beneficient Jesus in the prayer of the 
villagers, “Abide with us, for it ia toward 
evening.” 

The request of the text is an appropria- 
ate exclamation for all those who are ap- 

ching the gloomy hour of temptation. 

ere is nothing easier than to be good 
natured when everything pleases or to be 
bumble when there is nothing to puff 
un up or forgiving when we have not 
been assailed or honest when we have 
no inducement to fraud. But you have 
felt the grapple of some temptation. 
Your nature at some time quaked and 
groaned under the infernal force. You 
felt that the devil Was after you. / You 
saw your Christian graces retrenting, 
You feared that you would fail in the 
awful wrestle with un and be thrown 
into the dust. The gloom thickened. The 
first indications of the night. were seen. 
In all the trembling of your soul, in all 
the infernal suggestions of satan, in all 
the surging op of tumultdous passions 
and excitementa, you felt with awful em- 
phasis that it was toward eveniug, In 
the tempted hour you need to ask Jesus 
to abide with you. You can beat back 
the monster that would devour. You can 
unhorse the ain that would ride you 
down. You can sharpen the battleax 
with which you split the head of helmet- 
e4 abomination, Who helped Paul shake 
the brazen gated beart of Felix? Who 
acted like a good sailor when all the 
crew howled in the Mediterranean ship- 
Wreck? Who helped the martyrs to be 
firm when one word of recantation would 
have unfastened the withes of the stake 
and put out the kindling fire?

But the 
fruit gatherers are looking wistfully at 
that tree. Her soul is ripe for heaven. 
The gates are ready to flash open for her 
entrance. But your soul sinks at the 
thought of separation. You cannot bear 
to think that soon you will be called to 
take the last look at that face which from 
the first hour has looked upon you with 
affection unchangeable. But you see that 
life is ebbing and the grave will soon hide 
her from your sight. You sit quiet. You 
feel heavy hearted. The light is fading 
from the sky, the air is chill. It is to- 
ward evening. 

Life’s Balance Sheet. 

You had a considerable estate and felt 
independent.

In this swift shuttle of the 
heart some of the threads must break, 
The journey from Jerusalem to Emmaus 
will soon be ended. Our Bible, our com- 
mon sense, our observation, reiterate in 
tones that we cannot mistake and ought 
not to disregard, it is toward evening. 

Oh, then, for Jesus to abide with us! 
He sweetens the cup. He extracts the 
thorn. He wipes the tear. He hushes 
the tempest. He soothes the soul that 
files to him for shelter. Let the night 
swoop and the Buroclydon toes the sea. 
Let the thunders roll. Soon all will be 
well. Christ in the ship to soothe his 
friends. Christ on the sea to atop Its 
tumult. Christ in the grave to scatter 
the darkness. Christ in the heaveus to 
lead the way. Blessed all such. His 
arms will inclose them, his grace comfort 
them, hig light cheer them, his sacrifice 
free them, his glory enchant them.

Crime Of Bribery At Election. 


Art. 1, Sec. 3 of the Constitution 
of Maryland: If any person shall 
ive, or offer to give, directly or in- 
ireo tly, any bribe, present or reward, 
or any promise or any security for 
the payment, or the delivery of any 
money, or any other thing to induce 
any voter to refrain from casting his 
vote or to prevent him in any man- 
ner from voting, or to procure a vote 
from any candidate &. . the Pan 
on giving or offering to give and the 
person receiving the same, shall on 
conviction in a court of Lay in ad- 
dition to the penalties now or here- 
after to be imposed K Law, be for- 
ever disqualified to hold any office of 
profit or trust or to vote at any elec- 
tion thereafter. 
Election Law Act. 1896 Chap. 220. 
If at any election hereafter held in 
any city or county, any person, shall 
by force, threat, menace, intimidation, 
bribery or reward, or offer or prom- 
ise thereof, influence or attempt to 
influence any voter in giving his 
vote....; or prevent or hinder or at- 
tempt to prevent or hinder any qual- 
ified voter from freely exercising the 
tight of suffrage; or by any such 
means induce or attempt to induce 
any such voter to exercising any 
such right, shall upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by imprison- 
ment in jail or in the penitentiary 
Sor not less than six months nor more 
than five years.

High Priced Workmen of Strike. 

Forest Hill, N. J., Oct, 11.—Sixty of 
the highest paid workmen in the 
world are on strike in the factory of 
Tiffany & Co., of New York, and the 
entire wedding invitation business of 
the big jeweiry firm is tied up. The 
strikers are copper plate engravers. 
The managers of the factory declare 
that half of them regularly earned 
from $90 to $100 a week, others $75 a 
week, and none of them less than $50 
a week. These highly paid workmen 
demand that the company adopt the 
union’s regulations as to apprentice- 
ship. A representative of the company 
declares that rather than yield to the 
demands of the strikers that branch 
of their business will be abandoned. 


Railroad Y. M. C. A. in Convention. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 11.—The tenth an- 
nual conference of the railroad depart- 
ment of the Young Men's Christian 
association began here today. There 
are 1,500 delegates: in attendance,

ard Croker, O. H. P. Belmont, Presi- 
dent of the Borough James J. Coogan, 
James Shevlin, Lewis Nixon, Lawrence 
Delmour and a dozen others. The 
candidate and the committeemen, de- 
spite the efforts of the police, were 
roughly jostled by the crowd before 
the carriages were reached. Along the 
line of march to the Hoffman House 
Mr. Bryan was widly cheered by the 
assembled thousands. 

As early as 2 o'clock the doors of 
Madison Square Garden were besieged 
by the crowds anxious for admiasion, 
and when the doors were opened at 
5:30 there was a grand rush. The big 
building was filled to overflowing in 
ten minutes. 

The arrival of prominent Tammany 
men before the opening of the meeting 
brought out the first strong applause 
of the evening. Col. Bryan entered the 
garden at 7:15 o'clock. As the face of 
Mr. Croker, behind which Col. Bryan's 
was seen, the crowd burst forth in one 
great prolonged yell. Every one stood 
tiptoe on his seat and the garden was 
a sea of waving flags. There was 15 
minutes of wildest cheering, which 
Mr. Bryan and Mr. Croker vainly en- 


| deavored to suppress, and finally, when 


order. was partially restored and d- 
ward M. Shepard was Introduced as the 
presiding officer, the great crowd could 
control its patience but a few miputes, 
and Mr. Shepard cut his speech short 
and introduced the candidate. 

Col. Bryan stepped to the railing 
about the stand, as the throng broke 
afresh into cheers. He raised his hand 
for silence, but the cheers did not sub- 
side. The crowd was about to become 
quiet when a flashlight bomb went off 
in the center of the room. Women 
shrieked and the crowd yelled, not 
knowing what it all was. A dozen po- 
licemen rushed to the spot where the 
man sat who fired the bomb, grabbed 
him and hustled him and his camera 
out of the garden. 

Col. Bryan had stood quietly at the 
rail on the platform. There was an- 
other attempt to renew the cheering, 
but hisses greeted it, and Col. Bryan 
commenced speaking. He began quiet- 
ly, his voice being scarcely audible a 
hundred feet away from the stand, but 
he gradually spoke louder and in a 
moment his voice could be heard in the 
gallery. The crowd was quiet for a 
time, but when the speaker declared 
that the Democratic party recognised 
the right of ability of mind and muscle 
to the fruita of its toll the crowd broke 
forth into cheering, which lasted for 
two or three minutes. Col. Bryan con- 
cluded his speech at 9 o'clock pre- 
cisely, having spoken one hour and 61 
minutes, The crowd rose and cheered 
as he left the platform in company 
with Mr. Croker, shaking hands as he 
left. f: 

The applause for Col. Bryan as he 
went away blended with that for Adlai 
E. Stevenson as he rose to speak. The 
cheers died out and the noise of the 
crowd going out prevented Mr. Steven- 
son from speaking. Three minutes 
after Col. Bryan left there were vacant 
seats all over the building. Mr. Ste- 
venson’s voice could not be heard 50 
feet away, and more than half the peo- 
ple left. Frequent attempts were made 
by Chairman Shepard and Mr. Steven- 
son to stop the exit and quiet the audi- 
ence, but they were unavailable. A 
few crowded close to the stand to hear 
above the noise, and he was cheered 
faintly. 

Webster Davis, Mayor Jones of To- 
ledo and William F. Mackey, candidate 
for lieutenant governor, followed Mr. 
Stevenson. 

The crowd that surged about the 
open air stand at Madison avenue and 
Twenty-fourth street, crushing the 
weak and smothering those who were 
eo tightly packed that the air, which 
reeked with the fumes of Greek fire, 
could not reach them, may have num- 
bered 20,000 and there was not one in 
that crowd who cared to hear anyone 
èlse but Bryan, Half a dozen speakers 
attempted to keep them quiet until the 
presidential candidate came from the 
garden, but the most successful «peak- 
er had a hard job of it. The scenes of 
Madison Square Garden were repeated 
when the candidate finally arrived, 
The same scenes of wild enthusiasm 
greeted the presidential candidate at 
Tammany Hall and at Cooper Union.

Mr. Bryan has entered what in 1606 
was called the ‘‘enemy’s country.“ Tis 
an “enemy's country” no longer, those 
who fought him hardest four years ago 
are ‘this year shoulder to shoulder in 
their efforts to elect him President.

Their Homer—Heln(ulness of Bacly

Wasuinoton, Oct. 14—Dr. Talmage 
staid in London to occupy the tamous 
Wesley pulpit in the City Mund chapel, 
where be has preached several times be 
fore, always receiving a hearty welcome, 
Thence he went to Ireland, preaching in 
Belfast and Dublin. ‘Tbe discourse he 
has sent this week describes the be 
havior of a young man away from home 
and suggests practical lessous for pecple 
of every age and class. The text is Dan- 
iel i, 5: Aud the king appuinted them a 
daily provision of the king’s meat and 

“of the wine which he droak; so nourish 

ing them three years, that at the end 
thereof they might stand before the 
king.” 


My text opens the door of a college in 
Babylon and introduces you to a young 
student 17 years of age, Daniel by name 
Be not surprised if in the college you 
find many hiliarities Put a hundred 
young men together and they are sure to 
have a gowl time. There is no barm in 
that. God does not write out the -trees 
and the grass and the blossoms in dull 
prose. The old robin does not sit 
ing in the nest because of the chirpings 
and the lively udventutes of the fedge- 
lings that have just begun to fy. Do not 
come into an orchard looking for winter 
apples on a May merning. 

But Daniel of the text is far from be- 
ing gay. What n thoughts must 
have come over him as he remembered 
that he was a captive in a strange land! 
The music that came into bis study win- 
dow was not the song of Nou, but the 
sound of flute, sackbut aud dulcimer in 
the worship of the heathen god. More- 
over, he had no bope of ever. getting: hack 
home again and meeting those who had 
missed him long and missed hini bitterly, 
wondering if he were still alive and find- 
ing many a luxury tastelesn becanpe tb 
did not know but Daniel might be lacki 
bread. . 

Sehool and College Daya, 

When you aud I were in school or cob 
lege and the vacation approached. we 
were full of bright anticipation, and we 
could mot study the last day. and we 
could not study the last night. The Jexi- 
con and the philosophical apparatus were 
transparent, so we could see right through 
them into the meadows and the orchards. 
Not so with poor Daniel. He did not 
know that he should ever escape from 
captivity, or escaping, be did not know 
but when he got home the loved ones 
would be dead, and he would go wander- 
ing and weeping among the sepuichers of 
bis fathers. Besides that the king tried 
to make him forget his home and forget 
his country: for that purpose actually 
changed his name. The king wanted him 
to be a prodigy in personal appearance, 
and so be ordered meat and wine sent 
from his own table to Daniel, but Daniel 
refuses all this and ts hie upon 
the bumblest dict, t poorest of all 
herbs, called pulse, and pinin water.

Ten days pass along and the 
students come up for examination, and 
all declare that none are so ruddy and ro- 
bust as Danie! and his fellow captives, 
The days of industrious pupilage and the 
years pass by, and the day of graduation 
has come, and Daniel gets his diploma, 
signed by the king and reading as fol- 
lows: “In all matters of wisdém and un- 
derstanding that the king inquired of them 
he found them ten times better than all 
the magicians and astrologers that were 
fm all his realm. And so Daniel took 
the first honor, and here the story enda 
for Daniel the student hereafter will be 

the prime minister. 

The first thought suggested to me by 
this subject is that young men may be 
carried into captivity by their enemies, 
There ts a captivity more galling than, 
the ove in which Daniel was transported; 
it is the captivity of evil babit. Men do 
not go into that wittingly. Biyly and 

ptibly are the chaina forged upon 

them, and one day theg wake up to find, 
themselves away down in Babylon.

When 
E see God filling the eurth with all varie- 
ties of food, I have not much confidence 
in the teaching of those who wonk? pot na 
om severe regimen. There nro parents 
who, with a wrong theory in thia respect, 
deny their children all harmless luxuries 
and without sufficient Inquiry send them 
out to boarding schools where their intel 
lects are cultured to the disadvantage of 
their starved bodies, so that from many 
A boarding schoot a chasse of 20 will grad- 
yate.

My subject also impresses me with the 
beauty of youthful character remaining 

away from home. If Daniel 
had plunged into every wickedness of the 
city of Babylon, the old fólks at home 
would never have heard of It. If he had 
gone through all the rounds of iniquity, 
it would have cast no shadow on his 
early home, were no telegraphs; 
there were no railroads. But Daniel 
knew that God's eye was on him. That 
was enough. There are young men not 
so good away from home us at home, 
Frederick tending his father’s sheep 
among the bille or thrashing rye in the 
barn is different perhaps from Frederick 
on the Stock Exchange. Instead of the 
retiring dixposition there is bold ef 
frontery: instead of an obliging spirit 
there is perhaps oppressive selfishness; 
instead of open handed charity there is 
tight fisted stinginess; instead of reason- 
able hours there is midnight revel. I 
speak to many young men on this mat- 
ter—you who may bave left your tather's 
house and others who, though still under 
the parental roof, are looking forward to 
the time when you will go forth to con- 
flict, alone in this world, with ita tempta- 
tions and its sorrows, and when you will 
build op your own character. Ob, that 
the God of Daniel might be with you in 
Babylon! 4

Seven to Ten Thousand People Hear 
Mr. Bryan In Salisbury. 


The Town in Gay Attire and Filled with Visitors 


From All Points on the Eastern Shore. 


Wednesday was a red letter day in Salisbury. More people greeve Wm 
Jennings Bryan than were ever bere before. From Tuesd vy at hoon visitors be- 
gan coming into town to avoid the rush on the early trains Wednesday. Al- 
though it rained hard during the night the early morning found the town crowd- 
ed with people and every incoming train bringing hundreds more. On the N. Y 
P. & N. the heavy downpour prevented about half the crowd from reaching Sa!- 


robe as the rain came down in torrents when the Virginia section left Cape 


The crowd that came to h ar the democratic candidate ia variously estimat- 
ed, the republicans placing it at about four thousand, the democrats at from 
ten to twelve thousand. The better opinion seems to be that there were from 
seven to ten thousand visitors here on Wednesday. 

The town had been gaily decorated with flags and bunting in honor of the 
occasion and Division and Main streets presented a very pretty sight to the mul. 
titude that was here. ` 

When the Bryan special pulled into the depot three or four thousand 
voices bent up a great hurrah. Mr. Bryan was quickly placed into a carriage 
in waiting with ex-Governor E. E. Jackson, and a procession was soon formed to 
Fire mens Park where a great masa of humanity was anxiously waiting to get a 
glimpse of the great champion of the Republic against the Empire. Mr. John 
H.Wal Marshall of the parade with his aida, Mr. Claude Sirman, Roscoe 
ce an and Mr. Alfred W. Reddish, headed the march to the park.

corded an ovation: Thousands lined the side walks and cheered the Democratic 
candidate, When in front of the residence of Mr. Dean W. Perdue, Mr. Per. 
duc's little daughter, Virginia, handed Mr, Bryan a bouquet which he took with 
a smile and kissed the little girl's hand. At the park great difficulty was exper- 
ienoed in getting Mr. Bryan to the platform, so dense was the crowd. It was 
finally accomplished however with the good work of the Baltimore sergeants 
who showed their ability in handling a crowd. 


Jackson who presided at the meeting, introduced the distin- 
guished leader in a short but forcibie speech. It was some time after Mr. Bryan 


rose th address the great concourse of people before he could be heard above the 
deafening cheers of@he crowd 

Mr, Bryan spoke for nearly an hour and was listened to with intense earnest- 
ness, ‘This was bo marked that he noticed it and afterwards remarked that he 
was delighted to receive so close and earnest attention. His telling pointe were 
vigorously applauded, From a close observation of the enge, listeners, it was 


easy to see that they were more interested in Imperialism and Trusts than any 
other questions before the American people today. 


In speaking of trusts Mr. Bryan said; Mr. McKinley spends more time in 
warning you Bot to burt the good trusts than he does in denouncing the bad 
ones, He declared that in his own state of Nebraska trusts had been suppressed 
by enforcing the law. Continuing he said: 

My greatest objection to the trusts is that the trust is closing the door of 
opportunity against our young men and condemning the boys of this nation to 
perpetual dlerkthips 

„When a man has worked for years in making himself proficient at some 
work has but one employer, if when he loses his employment under theone man 
he must go out and commence life over with no advantage from his experience, 

“he ceases to be a free mau, he becomes the arf to the man who employs him, 
and then, as the election approaches, the trust magnates can threaten to close 
down and starve those who work for him if they refuse to vote for a government 
of the #yndicates by the syndicates [Tremendous applause). 

“& government of the people, by the people.and for the people is impossible 
under reign of the trusts, 1 want a government that will plant a hope in the 
breast Of every child borg.into the world and give every being something to live 
for. If I could leave my children a government which would protect them in 
the enjoyment of life and liberty and in the pursuits of happiness, and guaraa- 
tee to them a fair share of the proceeds of their toil, I will leave to my chil- 
dren a richer inheritance than any trust magnate ever left if he left his fortune 
and the law by which he robbed others to wet it. 

On the question of imp+rialiam he spoke as follows 

“But, my friends let me invite your attention to a new question that the 
people have never considered in any campaign. Shall we have a large army in 
the United Stater?” Mer many did we have in the standing army in 1896? 
Twenty five thousand ; and the President asked for 100,000 in December of 1896, 
and if anybody tee you that the President called for that army because of the 
war in the Philippine Islands you tell him the president asked for the army two 
months before the war broke out in the Philippine Islands. Why did he ask 
for that army two montha before the war broke out? 

“Was it because they knew there would be war? Waa it because they knew 
that imperialism meant war and bloodshed? Or did they want the army 
whether they had the war or not? 
two reasons given for a large army, and one of them is not given in public by 
Republican speakers; and yet if you will inquire among hose who are at the 
head of the ryndicates, you will find that there isa domestic reason sometimes 
urged in private for a large army in this country. What is it? To protect us 
from the indians? The lesa indians we have the more soldiers the republicans 
want. Why do we want or noad s linge army in this country? There ie but one 
domestic reason. If the army ia not to be kept busy in foreign lands, subjecting 
people or holding them under our domination, then the army must be engaged 
here either in idleness or in action. If in idleness, then you are supporting peo- 
ple in idleness, and if in action, what action do you suppose an army can be 
called @pon for in this country, for domsstio purposes? I believe that one of 
the reasons that they want a large army for is to build a fort near each oity and 
suppress by force, that discontent that ought to be cured by legislation. 

“But my friends that argument will not be made in the campaign. What 
argument do you hear? That we need an army in order to carry on an imperial 


? policy. You never voted fora large army, you never voted for an imperial 


polioy, ami the president asked for this army before the question had ever been 
submitted to the American people, [Applause]. In 1806 there was no such 
question before the country. In 1896 the treaty had not been signed and the 
Republican party had not announced its policy in the Philippine Islands, and 
yet, before the policy was decided on by the Ameriorn people, a Republican 
president had asked for a permanent—not a temporary—army, buta permanent

Sympathisers Prevent Work in 
Washerica and on the Coal Banks, 
Causing àa Complete Tien 


Hazleton, Pa, Oct. 25,—President 
Mitchell last night announced that he 
would today, probably late in the after- 
hoon or evening, issue a atatement de- 
fining the position of the United Mine 
Workers in the present situation of the 
strike. He «iso said that his statement 
would in al: [ikelihood Indicate wheth- 
er the strike would be immediately de- 
clared off or whether it would be con- 
tinued. 

This announcement was made as a 
result of yesterday's conference be- 
tween the national and district officers 
of the United Mine Workers. The un- 
pression around headquarters is that 
the statement will contaln practically 
a declaration that the contest is ended. 
Coal companies controlling about 76 
per cent ot the anthracite coal product. 
it is learned, have posted notices, but 
President Mitchell will not say that all 
of them comply with the terms of the 
Scranton convention. 

The big companies in this district 
that have not posted the notices are 
the Lehigh Coal and Navigation com- 
pany, G. B. Markle & Co, and Cone 
Bros. & Co. The Markies have granted 
no increase of wages of any kind. 

Yesterday's conference was in seg- 
sion three hours, and was adjourned 
until this morning. Those present were 
W. R. Fairley, of Alabama; Fred Dil- 
cher, of Ohio; George Purcell, of In- 
diana; Benjamin James, members of 
the nations! executive board; Presi- 
dent T. D. Nicholls and Secretary John 
T. Dempsey, of district No. 1; Presi- 
dent Thomas Duffy and Secretary John 
P. Gallagher, of district No. 7, and 
President John Fahy and Secretary 
George Hartlein, of district No. 9 

The natice posted by several of the 
larger companies in the Lackawanna 
and Wyoming regions, which announc- 
ed that the mine workers will be given 
2% cents on every car or ton in order 
to make up 10 per cent, came in for 
much consideration at the conference. 
Many of the miners according to Pres- 
ident Nicholls, prefer this method in 
making up the increase to that which 
makes up the advance by the reduction 
in the price of powder alone, but some 
of the labor leaders belleve, however, 
that the 24% cents are not sufficent to 
give them the 10 per cent increase. 


DISORDERS IN WYOMING VALLEY. 


Strikers Prevent the Working of 
Washerics and Coal Banka. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 26.—The strik- 
ing miners of the Wyoming valley are 
anxiously awaiting news from “‘azle- 
ton which will end the strike. The 
men believe that nothing can prevent 
a settiement now, and that they will 
all be back to work by Monday sure. 

The Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal 
company did not attempt to operate 
its washeries yesterday. Had the at- 
tempt been made there would surely 
have been trouble, as the mob of men 
that collected in the vicinity of the 
washeries was desperate and determin- 
ed not to allow any one to go to work, 
even though it cost some lives. A 
great many of the men were armed. 

Several teamaters who were hauling 
coal from coal banks in Wilkesbarre 
township and outside of the city lim- 
its were stopped by the strikers or 
their sympathizers and told that they 
would not be allowed to haul any more 
coal until the strike was settled. 

The Wiikesbarre Blectric Light com- 
pany has been getting 1 supply of coal 
for its boilers from a coal bank at 
Miners Mills, but yesterday afternoon 
the men at work on the bank were 
driven off. The company has only a 
few days’ supply of coal ahead, and 
unless the strike is settled soon it will 
be badly crippled. 

A half dozen men were screening 
coal at a bank in Georgetown. The 
strikers took their picks and shovels 
away and warned them not to show 
themselves there again. The tieup in 
the Wyoming valley is now more com- 
plete than ever. Up to within a few 
days past no serious objections were 
made to gathering coal from the banks, 
but now the strikers have closed every 
avenue of securing coal. 


Schreiber May Be in Germany. 

New York, Oct. 25.—Charies H. 
Schmidt, who represents the German 
consulate in Elisabeth and vicinity, 
yesterday afternoon received a letter 
which may have some bearing upon 
the case of Schreiber, the Elizabeth- 
port bank defaulter. The letter is from 
the American consul in the southern 
provinces in Germany, a Mr. Clay, and, 
while brief, la to the point. It asks 
that a picture of William Schreiber be 
sent him at once. There is no hint in 
the letter that Schreiber has been seen: 
or caught in Germany, but the re. 
quest looks as If something had been 
seen or heard of him. The photo- 
graph has been forwarded. 


To Remove the Wrecked Maino.

How many individual and organized 
attempts have been made to exterminate 
that Bible? Have its enemies done it? 
Have. they exterminated the American 
Bible society? Have they exterminated 
the British and Foreign Bible society? 
Have they exterminated the thousands 
of Christian institutions whose only ob- 
ject it is to multiply copies of the Scrip- 
tures and spread them broadcast around 
the world? They have exterminated un- 
til instead of one or two copies of the 
Bible in our houses we have eight or ten, 
and we pile them up in the corners of our 
Sabbath school rooms and send great 
boxes of them everywhere. If they get 
on as well as they are now going on in 
the work of extermination, I do not 
know bot that our children may live to 
see the millennium. Yea, if there should 
come a time of persecution in which all 
the known Bibles of the earth should be 
destroyed, all these lamps of life that 
blaze in our pulpits and in our families 
extinguished, in the very day that infi- 
delity and sin should be holding jubilee 
over the universal extinction there would 
be in some closet of a backwoods church 
& secreted copy of the Bible, and this 
Joash of eternal literature would come 
out and come up and take the throne, 
and the Athaliah of infidelity and perse- 
eution would fly out the back door of 
the palace and drop her miserable car 
cass under the hoofs of the horses of the 
king’s stables. You cannot exterminate 
Christianity! You cantot kill Joash! 

The second thought | hand you from 
my subject is that there are opportunities 
in which we may save royal life. You 
know that profane history is replete with 
stories of strangled monarchs and of 
young princes who have been put out of 
the way. Here la the story of a young 
king saved. How Jehosbeba, the clergy- 
man's wife, must have trembled as she 
rushed into the imperial nursery and 
snatched up Joash! How she hushed him 
lest by his cry he hinder the escupe! Fly 
with him, Jehosheba! You hold in your 
arms the cause of God and good govern- 
ment. Fail, and be is slain. Succeed, and 
you turn the tide of the world’s history 
im the right direction. It seems as if be- 
tween that young king and bis assassins 
there is nothing but the frail arm ofa 
woman. But why should we spend our 
time in praising this bravery of expedi- 
tion when God asks the same thing of 
you and me? All around us the imperiled 
children of a great king. They are born 
of Almighty parentage and will come to a 
throne or a crown if permitted. But ain, 
the old Athaliah, goes forth to the massa- 
cre. Murderous temptations are out for 
the assassination. Valens, the emperor, 
was told that there was somebody in his 
realm who would usurp bis throne and 
that the name of the man who should be 
the usurper would begin with the letters 
T. H. E. O, D, and the edict went torth 
from the emperor’s throne, “Kill every- 
body whose name begins with T. H, E. 
O, D.” And bundreda and thousands 
were slain, hoping by that massacre to 

t ap end to that one usurper. But sin 

more terrific in ite denunciation, It 
Matters not how you spell your name, 
you come under its knife, under its 
sword, under its doom, unless there be 
some omnipotent relief brought to the 
rescue. But, blessed be God, there is such 
a thing as delivering a royal soul. Who 
will snatch away Joash?

Can you imagine any sublimer work 
than this soul saving? That was what 
flushed Paul's cheek with enthusiasm; 
thot was what led Munson to risk bis life 
amid Bornesian cannibals; that was what 
sent Dr. Abeel to preach under the con- 
suming skies of China; that was what 
gave courage to Phocas In the third cen- 
tury, When the military officefé came to 
put him to death for Christ's sake, he 
put them to bed that they might rest, 
while he himself went out and in his own 
garden dug hia grave and then came 
back and said, “I am ready.” But they 
were shocked at the idea of taking the 
life of thelr host. He said, “It is the 
will of God that I should die,” and he 
stood on the margin of his own grave, 
and they beheaded him. You say it is a 
mania, a foolhardiness, a fanaticism, 
Rather would I call it a glorious self ab- 
negation, the thrill of eternal satisfac 
tion, the plucking of Joash from death 
and raising him to coronation. 

The third thought I hand to you is 
that the church of God Is a good hiding 
place. When Jehosheba rushes into the 
nursery of the king and picks up Joash, 
what shall she do with him? Shall she 
take bim to some room in the palace? 
No, for the official desperadoes will hunt 
through every nook and corner of that 
building. Shall she take him to the resi- 
dence of some wealthy citizen? No; that 
citizen would not dare to hatbor the fu- 
gitive. But she has to take him some 
where. She hears the cry of the mob in 
the streets; she hears the shriek of the 
dying nobility; so she rushes with Joash 
unto the room of the temple, into the 
house of God, and there she puts him 
down. She knows that Athaliah and her 
wicked assassins will not bother the tem- 
ple a great deal. They are not apt to go 
very much to church, and so she sets 
down Jonah in the temple. There he will 
be hearing the songs of the worshipers 
year after year; there he will breathe the 
odor of the golden censers; in that sacred 
spot be will tarry, secreted until the six 
years bave passed and he come to en- 
thronement. 

The Beat Hiding Place. 


Would God that we were all as wise as 
Jehosheba and knew that the church of 
God is the best hiding place! Perhaps 
our parents took us there in early days, 
They snatched us away from the world 
and hid us behind the baptismal fonts 
and amid the Bibles and psaimbooks. 
O glorious inclosure! We have been 
breathing the breath of the golden cen- 
sers all the time, and we have secon the 
Lamb on the altar, and we have handled 
the vials in which are the prayers of all 
saints, and we have dwelt under the 
wings of the cherubim. Glorious inclo- 
sure! When my father and mother died 
and the property wus settled up, there 
was hardly anything left. But they en- 
dowed us with a property worth more 
than any earthly possession because they 
hid us in the temple. And when days of 
temptation have come upon my soul I 
have gone there for shelter, and when as- 
saulted of sorrows I have gone there for 
comfort, and there I mean to live. I 
want, like Joash, to stay until coronation. 

O men of the world outside there, be- 
trayed, caricatured and chonted of the 
world, why do you not come in through 
the broad, wide open door of Christian 
communion? I wish | could act the part 
of Jehosheba today and steal you away 
from your perils and hide you lu the tem- 
ple. How few of us appreciate the fact 
that the church of God la a hiding place! 
There are many people who put the 
eburch at so low a mark that they be- 
grudge it everything, even the few dollars 
they give toward it. They make no sac 
rifices. They dole a little out of their 
surplusage. They pay their butcher’s 
bill, and they pay their doctor's bill, and 
they pay their landlord, and they pay ev- 
erybody but the Lord, and they come in 
at the last to pay the Lord in bis church 
and frown as they say: “There, Lord, it 
is. Send me a receipt in full and don't 
bother me soon again.” There ls not 
more than one man out of a thousand 
that appreciates what the church is 
Where are the souls that put aside one- 
tenth for Christian institutions—one-tenth 
of their income? Where are those who, 
having put aside that onetenth, draw 
upon it cheerfully? Why, it is pull and 
drag and hold on and grab and elutch, 
and giving is an affliction to most people 
when it ought to be an exhilaration and a 
rapture. Oh. that God would remodel 
oor souls on this subject and that we 
might appreciate the house of God as the 
great refuge! lt your children are to 
come up to lives of virtue and bappiness, 
they will come up under the shadow of 
the church. If the church does not get 
them, the world will.

Wall 
street is full of stories telling how the 
defaulter was a heavy loser in the 
stock market and although the bank 
officers refuse to discuss that phase of 
the matter there is no doubt that their 
detectives are looking into it, and if 
Alvord’s broker or brokers can be 
found they will be made to disgorge, if 
that should be possibile. 

In Wall street the opinion prevails 
that Alvord was a superior defaulter— 
that is to say, he was cleverer than 
the average of his kind. He probably 
realized that the majority of his rivals 
of the past got away with very little 
money. Banking men are disposed to 
believe that probably Alvord managed 
to make his escape with several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. It was also 
thought probable that the Schrieber 
Blizabethport defalcation helped to 
uncover Alvord's operations. Becom- 
ing nervous and apprehensive over the 
notoriety obtained by Schrieber Alvord 
failed through neglect or nervousness 
to check up some of his transactions, 
and the result was exposure. 

Many personal friends of Alvord in 
Mount Vernon believe he has eommit- 
ted suicide. John H. Murphy, one of 
the banker’s most intimate friends, 
sald he firmly believed that Alvord has 
taken his own life, 

“He is just the sort of a man who 
would do such a thing,” said Mr. Mur- 
phy. “While he is phlegmatic and 
apparently takes matters as they come 
he is in reality a sensitive man. I 
wish, as his personal friend, to deny 
the story current that there was an- 
other woman in whom he was interest- 
ed. He was deeply attached to his 
wife and family and did not associate 
with a fast set.” 

The following supplementary state- 
ment was given out by the First Na- 
tonal bank officials yesterday atter- 
noon: Alvord's false entrys appear to 
have commenced about five years ago. 
One of his duties was to collect drafts 
and notes not payable through the 
clearing house, a considerable part of 
these usually being paid in cash. He 
appropriated, a portion of this cash 
from time to time, as opportunity of- 
fered, before any ot it was turned over 
to the money clerk. The d cy 
was concealed by adding to the item of 
‘exchanges for clearing bouse’ on the 
note teller’s ballance book as amount 
equal to the sum of abstractions. 

“Until hie recent disappearance Al- 
ford has not been absent from the bank 
during one business day this year, He 
did not take bis usual vacation: last 
summer, requesting that instead he 
might take a month next winter for a 
trip to California!” 

The betting men of the local race 
tracks say that Alvord could not pos- 
sibly have lost any great amouñt of 
money on the race track even if he bet 
through commissioners, without his 
identity being discovered.

O. L. Alvord, the missing: note teller, 
had been in the employ of the First 
National bank for over 20 years. He 
is about 50 years. old, and fived. in 
aplendid style with his wife and three 
children at Mount Vernon. He has 
been missing for about ten days, and 
his stealings are placed at $700,000. 

Alvord is said to have told 
friends that owing to his position in 
the bank Mr. Alvord was able to ob- 
tain tipa which enabled him to make 
$40,000 to $50,000 a year over hie sal- 
ary by oper in Wall street.

FORTY YEARS IN PUBLIO LIFE,
